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A TRIBUTE 
To My Mother, Eva Yates 


You,- as: readers of The Bethel 
Citizen, now my Mother as ‘‘Go- 
Shoes” from the Sunday River 
column, You know from her writ- 
ings that she loyed to go places, 
meet and talk with people; liked 
to eat out; had her own views, re- 
garding government and had a 
quick wit regarding most sub- 
Jects. She alse liked flowers, her 
favorite being the gladiolas, 

But, there are many things you 
may not know about her that I 
would like to tell. She was a lum- 
ble person, honest, and believed 
all others should be. She had only 
an 8th grade education. One of 
her greatest desires as a young 
student was to be able to go to 
Gould Acatemy to high school, 
but there wis not money for tui- 
tion, When my brother and I had 
that opportunity, she was simply 
elated. She went with me to “sign 
up” where, once inside the. doors, 
‘she just drank in everything with 
such excitement and awe. Her 
comment was, “if only I’, and let 
it drop there. I knew what she 
wanted. to say, but she felt there 
was nO Use reminiscing on some- 
thing that -couldn’t be. 

She had eight of us children; 
4 boys and 4 girls, and loved us 
all equally, Life was: hard and al- 
Ways so busy. We never had el- 
ectricity until we moved to Beth- 
el in 1946, We were a close knit 
family, held together. by the un- 
spoken love of both Mother and 
Father and a common bond that 
we all, according to our ages, had 
our chores to do and must see that 
they got done to keep everyithing 
going the way it should, or we 
got reprimanded. She taught ws 
all - compassion, honesty, and 
pride, among many intangible 
things. She took pride in us and 
our accomplishments, as well as 
pride in her own accomplishments, 
Ait a very early ave, she learned 
‘woman-things” like cooking, 
mending, butter making, cheese 
making, both cottage cheese and 
those old, big mound cheddar 
cheeses that were made and put 
in a press. and then wmapped and 
ripened and later, sold to buy some 
of the “staples” such as sugar, 
molasses, and flour. Many people 
can attest to the excellent molas- 
ses donuts, she made during World 
War II, when sugar was rationed. 

She had an old black book that 
was referred to as her “Doctor 
book” that served as her “bible”, 
when it came to doctoring us sick 
kids, be it a cut-off thumb requir- 
ing a towmiquet, until the patient 
could get to the doctor, or a bad 
case of rash that had to be iden- 
tified. That book gave the descrip- 
tions, symptoms and treatments. 
Over the years many of her “home 
made” remedies worked miracles 
on several of us. One of my bro- 
thers: was delivered by Mom. 
it was cold in February, traveling 
was bad, the doctor was some- 
where else and hgd to be located 
(by horse and sled) and upon his. 
final arrival to officiate at the 
“birthing,” the job was all done, 
the baby was cleaned up and wrap- 
ped lying in bed with Mother. An- 
other time when my Father was 
experiencing agonizing pain from 
indigestion, my Mother was rub- 
bing his front and back to dis- 
lodge “the gas’. Dr, Smalley had 
been sent for but it looked like 
he would be arriving too late to 
help. All of a sudden “tthe gas’? 
Jet go and curdled milk, in chunks, 
flew all the way across the Kitch 
en floor, (Father was allergic to 
milk). By the time the doctor ar- 
rived Mom had Papa back in 
bed, quite comfortable, with the 
mess all cleaned up. The doctor 
asked what she did. She reptied, 
“several doses of hot peppermint 
and a lot of rubbing his stomach 
and back—then finally a dose of 
Riawleigh’s red lniment.’ She 
received a very strange look from 
the doctor when she said “if that 
hadn't worked I was goine to give 
him an enemia of hot applesauce!"* 
This was one example of ler sense 
of humor in a moct trying situra- 
tion fo relieve the tension. She 
was just a3 adept at “dectoring’’ 
the animals, be it a cow, horse, 
sheep, pig or a big steer with a 
broken horn. A quart ginger ale 
bottle was kept on hand for “dos- 
ing” the animals because it “had 
a food lone neck’ that you could 
get down their throats. The usual

Mother fought her battle with 
cancer in 1950 and had to have a 
complete mastectomy, but came 
back iand kept smiling. Upon her 
return for a check-up they dis- 
covered she had diabetes. She had 
been on insuline shots since then. 
Then came high blood pressure 
and heart problems; then cata- 
nacts and blindness, , 

She joined the Grange at. the 
age of 16 and always enjoyed do- 
ing her share as long as she could, 
When she couldn’t she sat on the 
side-lines and visited. My Father 
“babysiat”? so she could ‘attend the 
meetings when we were young. I 
remember her taking. me to some 
special programs but I hiad to sit 
out in the cold “ante room’? until 
time for the program. The last 
meeting she attended was. July 
22 of this year, She didn’t feel 
good but “hated to miss a meet- 
ing,” and up until being taken ill 
just prior to July 6 she would 
have attended a Gnange meeting 
every night if she could have got- 
ten there. It wis the one thing that 
kept her going after she lost her 
sight in 1976. t 

Over the years she wrote some 
poems; some articles: on items of 
interest, such as the old watering 
tub in Greenwood and the old 
oaken bucket and well by “the 
Charles Stevens place” just above 
Norway lake where she had many 
a drink of water when going to 
Norway with her father as a kid. 
She wrote for many years for the 
Advertiser Democrat — frequently 
about, trips that were taken with 
other’ members of the family to 
plaeés she had never seen; Cadil- 
lac Mt, in Maine; the Mohawk 
trail in Massachusetts; places in 
Connecticut, Rhode Island, éte., 
and finally Florida, where she and 
Father spent five winters, 

Then she started writing for the 
Bethel Citizen when she couldn’ 
see well, but had to get her 
thoughts. on paper and away from 
herself. This became her “duty” 
in life because she received notes 
from people ali over telling her 
how much they enjoyed her writ- 
ings and she felt she owed *hem 
a column each week, Thank: ta 
the Bethel Citizen for helping pro- 
vide this outlet for her; also for 
creating paper with (wider) black 
lines so che could see where she 
was writing. Sometimes the i's 
weren't dotted or the t’s weren’t 
crossed but she wrote from the 
heart. 

Her comment regarding her last 
iinmess was “I don’t know why I 
have to get sick now and I’m 
afraid I won't be able to write 
for the paper for a while nor go to 
Grange.’’ 

She didn’t like doctors or Ints- 
pitals or “being sick and a nui- 
sance,”’ When she came home by 
ambulance on Ave. 14 we knew 
it was a “matter of time,? s> we 
kept her home and as comfor‘able 
and well cared for as we could. 
She appreciated it and told ws 
so With hand sqteezes, when the 
strokes slie had made it impos- 
sible for her to speak any more. 

The family wants to thank all 
her readers, from the botfsin of 
our hearts, for all of the lovely 
cards and messages sent fo her 
during her illness, They were read 
and re-read to her, absorsed by 
her and gave her much of her 
fighting courage to the end. Sie 
loved you all for making her fee! 
“truly needed” and may God bless 
you all. Just Jetting her know you 
enjoyed her writings made a big 
difference in her life, Thanks 
again, Youngest daughter,

In 1958 the Alumni Association 
dinner honored five of the six then 
living members of the class of 
1908, and one teacher, Mrs, Haprt- 
ford, This was a well remember- 
ed reunion and full of high humor 
of memories of 50 years ago.
